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Gonsider One “Another 


‘And let us consider one another to provoke unto love and to 
good works.” 


T. S. PAYNE 


The word consider is a transi- 
tive verb and means to fix the 
mind on with a view to a careful 
examination; to think on with 
care; to have regard to; to pay due 
attention to; to estimate; to think; 
to regard; to view. A good text 
is Heb. 10:24, ‘‘And let us consid-- 
er one another to provoke’ unto 
love and to good works.” When we 
look at the word “provoke” we 
find it means to stir up, to excite, 
especially does it mean to incite or 
incense to action. The same word 
“provoke” may mean the same 
thing in provoking one unto love 
that would, on the other hand, 
provoke one to wrath. In the first 
place, if we desire the love and af- 
fection, the good will and respect 
and the hearty co-operation of 
those with whom we come in con- 
tact, we are already within two 
steps of this good, close relation- 
ship and fellowship before we 
make our first effort for the ac- 
complishment of our aim. 

The first step is to “consider” 
one another. Then after we have 
given the other fellow due consid- 
eration, looked at him from every 
angle, considering his position, his 
duties, his responsibilities, his sur- 
roundings, his temptations, his 
burdens, and heartaches, by the 


time we heave considered all these, 
the Lord will have had time to find 
out our purpose in being interest- 
ed in others and will be present 
and anxious to help us to provoke 
unto love those we have been con- 
sidering. The probable reason that 
people love us so little is that we 
have not provokea them enough. 
We mean by the above expres- 
sion that our conduct toward them 
has not been such that would mer- 
it their love. We cannot afford to 
try to justify ourselves with the 
pretense that our brother is in the 
wrong and that we are standing 
firmly for the right. While this 
may be true, and it often is the 
case, we are still bound by God’s 
injunction, “Brethren, if a man bi 
overtaken in a fault, ye which are 
spiritual, restore such an one in 
the spirit of meekness; consider- 
ing thyself, lest thou also be 
tempted,” Gal. 6:1. In this case 
the consideration is ordered for 
the one who is commanded to res- 
tore him who is at fault. That con- 
sideration is to be done by our- 
selves of ourselves. Though we 
may find our brother in a_ fault, 
and it often is the case (none of 
us boast of being faultless), if we 
are spiritual it is our scriptural 
duty to restore him: not destroy 


him with our criticisms and back- 
bitings, but approach him (not 
some one else), and do,so in the 
spirit of meekness and at. the 
same time we must take ourselves 
into consideration because temp- 
tations are on every hand. 


At Heb. 3:1 we have some ad- 
monition to the holy brethren. if 
the holy brethren in those days 
needed admonition, we certainly 
are in need of the same today. The 
writer at this scripture said, “Con- 
sider the Apostle and High Priest 
of our profession, Christ Jesus.” 
Here is consideration from anoth- 
er angle. If we should fail to pro- 
perly consider and properly act our 
part in God’s great plan of re- 
demption, and the great loving 
heart of our Lord should be so 
grieved that He would turn us 
over to the wicked one after we 
had once been a partaker of the 
heavenly calling, it will be the 
fault of none other than ourseives. 
“Let brotherly love continue” is 
ood advice to this hour and will 
still hold good till we have traveled 
the last mile of our journey. “Re- 
member them that are in bonds, 
as bound with them” is not to be 
forgotten, neither is it to be dis- 
obeyed. 

It is good policy for us to never 
pass judgment upon others until 
we have first placed ourselves in 
the other person’s position, and al- 
lowed ourselves to be surrounded 
by the same circumstances and 
tempted with the same _ tempta- 
tion. If we will always do this, our 
words will carry no barbs to tear 
the hearts of those for whom they

Steps Heavenward 


Or Patience, Godliness, Brotherly Kindness and Charity

Introduction 

These Christian graces, like the 
thorny rose, are a continuation of 
so many branches or graces 
springing out of faith, the root and 
ground of all virtue. As the rose 
bush has an individual crown of 
its fragrant petals ending in beau- 
ty, harmony and sweet perfume, 
just so are these graces crowned 
with the balm of perfection which 
is charity. These all speak of that 
light which shineth more and 
more unto the perfect day. Like- 
wise of the individual who thru 
Christ is changed from glory unto 
glory. The climax of these steps 
heavenward in the material world 
is the hoar head, however, in the 
spiritual life it is but the end of an 
earthly pilgrimage crowned with 
perfection of God’s grace. 

Patience 


The lever of temperance or self- 
control applied regularly naturally 
results in a life of patience. Be- 
fore patience can be added unto 
temperance the law of patience 
must be in constant operation. 
subduing human desire. personal 
ambition, pride and every shame- 
ful conceit or weakness until, fin- 
ally, instead of the process of the 
law of patience, we may actually 
add patience along with other of 
these graces as something already 
attained but in which we must 
abide. 

“The patience of self-control 
will result in patient endurance.” 
Thru patience the human. will is 
conscientiously submitted unto 
the will of God. Patience comes 
from the Greek word “hupomeno” 
meaning from “hupo,” under, and 


“meno,” to stay, abide, dwell, en- 
dure, etc. It is the same word 
translated “‘endure”’ in 1 Cor. 13:7 
wherein it is written, Charity en- 
dureth or is patient in all things. 
It is again used in Heb. 10:32 
wherein we are asked to call io 
remembrance the former days in 
which after ye were illuminated ye 
endured a great fight of afflic- 
tions. Patience is required to en- 
dure afflictions, and many othtr 
trials, tests and difficulties a 
Christian is called upon to face. 
It is our duty to add patience or 
long-suffering during times of ad- 
versity. From the Word we learn 
that the Christian is under the au- 
thority of God and must abide « 
dwell in those things that are in 
harmony with His will concerning 
us. The word also means to be 
firm, to hold out, remain con- 
stant, and in patient endurance. 
We are told in Luke 21:19 that in 
your patience possess ye your 
souls. It is very easy to become 
impatient and say or do the wrong 
thing unless we are willing to en- 
dure hardness as a good soldier of 
Jesus Christ. Again we are told 
in Rom. 5:3 that tribulation 
worketh patience. When Chris- 
tians are thrown into tribulation 
and see the many uncertainties of 
life, they are made to realize their 
weakness and dependence upon 
God and the value of things eter- 
nal to the extent that during such 
times they relinquish their hold 
upon earthly things and _ tighten 
their grip upon the eternal or hea- 
venly things. 

We are commanded in 1. Tim. 
6:11 to follow after patience. We 
should therefore naturally wel- 
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come those things that require pa- 
tience as they develop and perfect 
that which may be lacking in us 
as Christians. The Apostle Paul 
when instructing Titus in his min- 
istry was insistent upon sound 
doctrine that his hearers might be 
sober, grave, temperant, sound in 
faith, in charity, and in patience. 
Much of our Christian ministry is 
to develop in us a state of pa- 
tience or quality of endurance. 
In Heb. 10:36 we have it that we 
have need of patience, that after 
we have done the will of God we 
might receive the promise. From 
James 1:3 we learn that the trying 
of our faith worketh patience, and 
are commanded to let patience 
have her perfect work. It is thru 
patience or endurence that we will 
be finally perfected. Our Savior in 
addressing the Ephesian church in 
Revelation is quick to assert that 
“I know thy patience.”’ And unto 
the Philadelphian church He 
speaks very commendable saying, 
“Thou hast kept the word of my 
patience.” During days of the 
reign of Antichrist patience will be 
especially needed as it has always 
been, that the Christian may abide 
or remain in the will of God, and 
endure the many hindrances set 
before him to distract from the 
goal. 
Godliness 

The foregoing graces of virtue, 
knowledge, temperance, and pa- 
tience coupled with faith as a gov- 
erning factor are helps resulting 
in godliness. “Godlincss is thr 
spirit of reverence.” The godly 
man has for his goal to be like 
God and he lives in holy reverence 
before Him. The godly man seeks 
to have God as his companion and 
is therefore the friend of God, like 
Abraham. Godliness comes from 
the Greek work “eusebas’’ which 
means reverent, pious, devout, re- 
ligious. It was said of Ananias, 
who laid his hands upon Saul that 
he might receive his sight, that he 
was a devout man, i. e. a man of 


reverence, piety, and_ religious 
possession. The godly man exer- 
cises reverence in his dealings 


with and before God as well as 
piety with friends or foes. Godli- 
ness is graduation into a higher 
state and standing of grece as a 
result of the foregoing graces 
mentioned. As we were command- 
ed to grow up into Him in all 
things, even so has God _ wisely 
provided for such an increase and

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An Appeal 


To the Church of God Members and Friends Who Are Eligible 
To Vote in Alabama

“Woe to him that giveth his 
neighbour drink, that puttest thy 
bottle to h'm, and makest him 
drunken,”’ Deut. 2:15. 

Please go to the polls and vote 
“NO.” “NO,” “NO” on all three of 
the wet propositions, for if you 
vote “yes” on either of them you 
will vote for legalized liquor. 
Don’t let the wets deceive you. 
They will promise you everything 
and do nothing they promise. The 
Federal Government promised 
that upon repeal of the 18th 
Amendment there would be no sa- 
loons, yet where repeal is effective 
taverns worse than the old-fash- 
ioned saloons have multiplied in 
number and iniquity. 

The United States of Justice 
shows that there were 177,000 sa- 
loons when prohibition was usher- 
ed in. The Internal Revenue De- 
partment of the government 
shows that on June 30, 1934. 
there were 700,000 saloons, or 
four times as many as in pre-pro- 
hibition days, and they are rapidly 
increasing. In addition to these 
saloons, all kinds of drinks can be 
secured in grocery stores, restau~ 
rants, filling stations, drug stores, 
hotels. etc. Th's is the long cher- 
ished dream of brewers, distiller: 
and the bootlegger—liquor sold 
everywhere to everybody. Think of 
Alabama’s plight in case of repeal 
when you read the following deg- 
rad°tion in Illinois where “no sa- 
loons” and “state regulations” 
were promised. 

The Chicago Herald and Exam- 
iner of March 9, 1934, quotes Alice 
Phillips Aldrich, Welfare Superin- 
tendent of the [Illinois Vig*‘lance 
Association, as follows: 

“Chicago’s present day saloons 
are causing delinquences among 
young girls to an extent never 
equaled in the old days of segre- 
gated vice. I began my work here 
with girls back in 1910 when the 
vice districts were in full blast... 
but there was nothing to compare 
with what Chicago today is toler- 
ating, when young people of oppo- 
site sexes, often strangers to each 
other, drink openly until they aie 
no longer responsible for their 


conduct.” 

The same member of the Chica- 
go Herald and Examine: further 
says: 

“Dr. Aldrich has seen the actual 
results in her study of more than 
400 delinquent girls and she ds:- 
clares emphatically that the sa- 
loons, with their ‘back rooms’ and 
upstairs facilities, constitute an 
alarming cause of delinquency and 
immoralty among girls, not known 
before in the history of Chicago.” 

The same paper of March 10, 
1934, further states: 

“Their unsteady feet dancing 
blindly down the path to moral 
disintegration, hundreds of Chica- 
go’s unguarded school children 
are exposed to ruin of the uncurb- 
ed greed of saloon keepers who, 
flaunting the law, seek their pro- 
fits from boyish pockets.” 

The Chicago American of Mar. 
9, 1934, carries this statement: 

“Today’s taverns rap‘dly are 
becoming worse than the old time 
saloons. The saloon, at least, with 
all its abuses, did nct encourage 
the presence of women and young 
people.” 


The same issue makes this 
statement: 

“Upstairs rooms, hidden peep 
holes, concealed basement bars, 


and above all, the ever-ready wo- 
men for sale—this is what the un- 
supervised, irresponsible ‘tavern’ 
has brought into the home neigh- 
borhood of Chicago.” 

The Chicago Herald and Exam- 
iner of March 6, 1934, carries this 
statement: 

“Shocking evidence of how Chi- 
cago high school girls and boys— 
children ranging between thirteen 
and sixteen years of age— are be- 
ing lured into depravity by saloon 
keepers who flagrantly violate the 
law.... Drunkenness and _ laxity 
of morals are common in the dim- 
ly lit back rooms of these saloons, 
many of which carry on their vic- 
ious trade in the very shadow of 
the city schools.”’ 

“Sprawled on the floor and 
asleep at the long tables were a 
dozen boys and nearly as many 
girls. Some were obviously four- 
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teen and fifteen years old, the old- 
er ones seventeen and eighteen. 
These children were students of 
Lakeview High School... A score 
or more couples were locked in 
tight embrace, others staggered 
about the dance floor.” 


“The high school kids make up 
90 per cent of our parties,” stated 
a Lakeview senior. “A member ot 
the committee pointed to ten kegs 
of beer—all they have for a party 
of school children ..... Girls have 
‘passed out,’ their heads on their 
escorts’ laps. Boys have fallen 
asleep on the shoulders of their 
dates..... This is how temperance 
is being promoted in Chicago un- 
der repeal.” 


In Alabama we are being told 
there w.ll be adequate state regu- 
lation and control of liquor sales. 
You can’t control liquor. It is an 
outlaw, the mother of vice and 
crime. Liquor has never proven it- 
self trustworthy. We have referred 
you to the tragic failure of Illinois 
to control liquor as a refutation of 
their claim. Twenty-two other 
states have tried state control, al- 
Ways with the same results. Vir- 
ginia is now trying it out. Her sta- 
tistics show, in the first four 
months, average increase of intox- 
ication, 71.1 per cent; driving 
drunk, 53.3 per cent. They point 
us to Canada as an ideal liquor 
system. What do their statistics 
show under legalized liquor con- 
trol? Deaths from alcoholism in- 
creased 113 per cent; general 
crime 109 per cent; drunkenness 
increased 55 per cent; immoral 
crimes (Ontario) increased 76 per 
cent; deaths from auto wrecks !0- 
creased 42 per cent. 


The wets claim the sale of le- 
galized liquor will bring great fi- 
nancial relief. The average income 
during the last four years of legal- 
ized liquor in Alabama _ was $77.- 
000. The cost of operating our 
schools last year was $21,000,00C 
on the basis of an eight-month 
school term and a six-hour schoo! 
day. The income from _liquo: 
would extend the school teim cnls 
three hours and twenty-two min- 
utes. If the absurd claim of the re: 
pealists that $1,500,000 revenue 
would be received would extend 
the schools only twelve or four- 
teen days, what a price our chil- 
dren would pay for a few days’ 
education. With both beer and 
hard liquors sold under repeal, 
Alabama citizens would have to 
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pay the brewers and distillers a to- 
tal each year of $18,622,000, or 
$12 for every dollar received in re- 
venue, Will the people of Alabama 
vote to subtract $18,622,000 from 
legitimate trade in order to give 
the brewers and distillers the op- 
portunity to debauch our citizen- 
ship? 


The wets tell us “repeal will put 
an end to the bootlegger and his 
business.”” Statistics show that 
wherever repeal has become effec- 
tive bootlegging has greatly in- 
creased. On April 29, 1934, Joseph 
H. Chote, Jr., Director of Alcohol 
Administration of the United 
States, said, ‘“Bootlegging has in- 
creased 100 per cent since repeal 
of prohibition.” 


Congressman R. L. Daughton, 
of North Carolina, said, “The na- 
tion, after repeal, is a bootlegger’s 
paradise.’”’ Senator Walsh, an out- 
standing wet said, “As one who 
urged repeal, I have been  disap- 
pointed.” 


Joseph Trainor, Chairman oi 
the National Code Authority, said. 
“Bootleggers are still selling 50 
per cent of alcoholic beverag’s.” 

The Boston Herald, a wet news- 
paper, said, “The bootlegger, who 
was to have been interred forever 
when the ghost of John Barley- 
corn escaped the grave and walk- 
ed among men once again, is more 
prosperous than ever he was_ in 
the fourteen years of prohibition.” 


The Chicago Daily News, a wet 
paper, says, “None of the prom- 
ises have been fulfilled. The sa- 
loon is back, liquor is in politics, 
bootlegging continues. drinking 
has increased. unemployment is 
worse, the revenue returns are far 
below the hopeful estimates. of 
1933. the cost of lighting the illic- 
it traffic is still burdensome.” 


The Chicago Tribune, a_ wet 
newspaper, said, “Automobile  fa- 
talities chargeable to drunkenness 
have increased fourfold since re- 
peal.” In the face of these cond*- 
tions, where the prohibition laws 
are repealed, surely no Christien 
will fail to go to the polls and vote 
“NO,” “NO,” “NO” on all three of 
Alabama’s propositions. I appeal 
to all who chance to read this. to 
pray for vs in Alabama that God 
will defeat this effort on the part 
of the repealist to debauch our 
fair land with the curse of alcohol 
and its kindred evils. Everybody 


help us keep Alabama dry.

The Great Commission 
By using the Latin prefix “com” 


the noun ‘“mission’’ takes’ the 
form of a verb transitive which 


gives it a broader meaning since 
commission used’ in connection 
with a person or with persons 
means to appoint, empower, dele- 
gate, etc. Otherwise to commis- 
sion is to appoint and send with 
authority. As the multitudes 
thronged about Jesus during His 
earthly ministry, He was moved 
with compassion on them because 
they fainted and were scattered 
abroad as sheep having no shep- 
herd. It was then He said to His 


disciples, “The narvest truly is 
great, but the laborers are few: 


pray ye therefore the Lord of the 
harvest, that he will send forth la- 
borers into his harvest. ‘““The Lord 
began the task of evangelizing the 
unsaved masses with the twelve t4 
whom He gave power over un- 
clean spirits to cast them out, to 
heal the sick, cleanse the leapers 
and raise the dead. (Matt. 10.) 
But the principal part of the com- 
mission carried with it the com- 
mand to preach the gospel of the 
kingdom. A little later on the Mas- 


ter appointed other seventy, they 
also were told to heal the sick, 
etc., having been granted power 


over ail the forces of the enemy. 
3ut their main theme was “che 
kingdom of God is come nigh un- 
to you” (Luke 10.) The scope of 
their mission also was limited, as 
they were not to go in the way of 
the Gentiles, but rather to the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel. But 
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the really great commission came 
after Jesus had been crucified, de- 
livered for our offences, and was 
raised again for our justification, 
for it was then He was given all 
power both in heaven and_ in 
earth, and said, “Go ye therefore 
and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost: teaching them to observe 
all things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lo, I am_ with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world. Amen.” Matt. 28:19-20. 


World-wide 

The great commission is world- 
wide in its scope since it carries 
with it the command to “go ye in- 
to all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” And it 
was said of those disciples, ““They 
went forth, and preached  every- 
where, the Lord working with 
them, and confirming the word 
with the signs following. “But to 
be sure they carried out another 
command to tarry according to 


Luke 24:49, until they were en- 
dued with power from on_ high. 


See Luke 24:52-53; Acts 1:13, 14; 
Acts 2:4. 

The waiting church received 
power on the day of Pentecost to 
witness for Jesus, not only in Je- 
rusalem, Judea, and Samaria, but 


unto the uttermost parts of the 
earth. Acts 1:8. However, they

growth. Godliness is putting on 


the life of Christ by and _ thru 
whom our life is hidden with 
Christ in God and _ because of 


which we become reverential and 
religious. 

The mystery of godliness in the 
light of 1 Tim. 3:16 is great. It de- 
mands study, reverence and pray- 
er. We are told in 1 Tim. 4:8 to 
exercise thyself to godliness for 
this is profitable. God would not 
have us to have merely a form of 
godliness as mentioned in 2 Tim. 
3:5, to be a mere professor or be- 
long to a church. He would have 
us possess the particular charac- 
ter, traits, and possession of Him- 
self. Therefore, in 2 Peter 1:3 we 
learn that thru His exceeding 
great and precious promises He 
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hath given unto us all things that 
pertain unto life and godliness. In 
the light of Titus 1:1 the Apostle 
Paul so accepted and treated re- 
vealed religion as the truth which 
is after godliness, and since _ ll 
things are of, and thru, and _ to 
Him, and that the corrupt hea- 
vens and earth mentioned in 2 
Peter 3:7 are to pass away, and 
the elements shall melt with fer- 
vent heat and the earth also and 
the works that are therein shall 
be burned up, the question is ask- 
ed, What manner of persons ought 
ye to be in all holy  conversa- 
tion and godliness? Godliness may 
alone be added by the right exer- 
cises of its preceding and compan- 
ion graces; namely, virtue, know- 
ledge, temperance and patience.

Therefore, 
through brotherly kindness must 
flow love for our brethren, for if 
a man say, I love God and hateth 
his brother he is a liar, for he that 
loveth not his brother whom he 
hath seen, how can he love God 
whom he hath not seen? The love 
wherewith we should love each 
other is that same holy love which 
proceeds from our heavenly Fath- 
er. That love must be kind in its 
dealings with our brother, our sis- 
ter. It must not exact more of 
some faltering or failing one than 
10d would exact of them. 

These graccs are all fruits of 
holiness, springing out of the root 
of faith. These we may assist by 
applying the principle by which 
they are brought into play within 
our own lives. This love was pre- 
sent in the early times of th 
Church and is so yet. John has 
asked us, chap. 3:1. to ‘behold 
what manner of love the Father 
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hath bestowed upon us that we 
should be called the sons of God.’ 
He further adds that the world 
knoweth us not because it knew 
Him not. He emphasizes that we 
are now the sons of God, and that 
this is the message that ye have 
heard from the beginning that we 
should love one another. By th's 
shall all men know that ye are m, 
disciples if ye have love one to- 
ward another. Beloved, let us love 
one another for love is of God. I[f 
we love one another God dwelleih 
in us and His love is perfected in 
us. 
Charity 

Charity is the crown of all these 
Christian graces. It stands at the 
head, it is the bond of perfection, 
it is the greater of the three abid- 
ing factors mentioned in 1 Cor. 13: 
3. From charity flowed out the 
gift of God’s Son, that whosoever 
believeth upon Him should not 
perish but have everlasting _ life. 
The Greek word for charity here 
used is ‘‘agapa” which means love, 
generosity, kindly concerned, de- 
votedness, springing from the cau- 
sative word, “agapao,” meaning 
to love, value, esteem, feel or man- 
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ifest generous concern for; to be- 
stow rewards, to delight in, to set 
store upon. It speaks of the affec- 
tion being set upon another in es- 
teem and desirous of bestowing 
upon them some needed quality or 
blessing. 

Love worketh no ill to its neigh- 
bor, therefore we are commanded 
to let brotherly love continue. 
There is no fear in love. We were 
commanded by our Lord saying, 
Love your enemies and pray for 
them which despitefully use you. 
Of all debts permissible to owe 
this is the only one. Owe no man 
anything but to love one another. 


Therefore. we should love’ the 
brotherhood. The most’ grievous 
charge by our Lord against the 


Ephesian church in Rev. 2:4 was 
that thou hast left thy first love. 
This love is the love of Christ 
which passeth all understanding, 
Eph. 3:19, by which we are con- 
strained in our labors of love con- 
cerning our duties, 2 Cor. 5:14. 4 
love greater than that which man 
hath. His banner over us is love 
and better is a dinner of herbs 
where love is. A friend loveth at ai] 
times. Go and do thou likewise.

mentation over him. As for Saul 
he made havoc of the church, en- 
tering into every house,and haling 
men and women committed them 
to prison. Therefore they thai 
were scattered abroad went every- 
where preaching the Word. Acts 
7:59; Acts 8:4. Philip went down 
to the city of Samaria and preach- 
ed Christ unto them. About a year 
afterward Saul himself gets con- 
verted, has his name changed to 
Paul and begins his missionary 
journeying which carried him over 
a large part of the then civilized 
world. About seventeen years lat- 
er we find him over in Europe 
with his co-worker Silas, who are 
used of the Lord in opening up 
the first Christian mission on the 
continent. And also the over- 
spreading of the gospel is on in full 
swing. However, every place did 
not enjoy the same degree of suc- 
cess as did Jerusalem, many of 
the local churches being small as 
far as membership was concerned, 
and with no place to meet for 
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worship except in private homes. 
Conclusion 

The second coming of Jesus 
seems tu be conditioned upon the 
completed task of world-evange- 
lism. “And this gospel of the 
kingdom shall be preached in ail 
the world for a witness unto alli 


nations, and then shall the end 
come.”’ Matt. 24:14. 

It may be a question in the 
minds of some as to how far- 
reaching this preaching of the 
gospel in all the world shall be 
when it comes tu dealing with 
continents, national boundary 


lines, etc. But with reports show- 
ing nine countries in the three 
continents of Asia, Africa, and 
South America, with 4 total popu-
